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EPCSAR: THEN AND NOW 


Here are a few fun facts about El 
Paso County Search and Rescue. 
Did you know that the team be- 
came official on April 8, 1970? Just 
like the cliché says “it’s the same, 
but different”. 


In the beginning the original Res- 
cue One was a red Ford Van. It car- 
ried a couple of ropes and other 
equipment. Medic One was a 
Dodge Van Ambulance donated to 
the group by a local Moose Lodge. 
Medic Two was a 1956 Cadillac 
Ambulance. The vehicles were kept 
in a fenced area of the old jail, 
which was where the Pikes Peak 
Center is today. 


Originally meetings were held in 
the basement at Fire Station 9 at 
Garden of the Gods Road and 
Chestnut. When the new Sheriffs 
office was built, in the mid 1980's, 
meetings were held in an office 
there for two or three years. The 
vehicles were then housed in the 
basement of this building. In 1975 
the group purchased a 1975 Inter- 
national | ton truck. This vehicle 
became Rescue 2, replacing the 
Ford Van. Funds for this new vehi- 
cle were from money earned at a 
circus that was held every year in 
the City Auditorium. The Interna-

tional truck was replaced by an In- 
ternational Travelall, known as 
Christine (Rescue 1). The group 
also had a Suburban that we got 
from the Pikes Peak Patrol that be- 
came Rescue 2. In 1994 the current 
Rescue One went into service, re- 
placing the old International. Rescue 
2 was replaced by a donated Chevy 
| ton 4x4 truck that is the current 
Utility |. The group bought a new | 
ton Chevy 4x4 truck that is the cur- 
rent Rescue 2. Are we confused 
yet? 


The next meeting place was at 
St. Francis Hospital in a 5th floor 
meeting room. The vehicles were 
then housed at the helipad for Flight 
for Life, near St. Francis. 


Then like now, someone had to 
drive to the Rescue vehicles storage 
area and drive to the mission. One 
of the big differences in the 1980's 
was that select members would 
take home one of the vehicles on 
the weekends for rapid response 
time. 


As you know there were no AI- 
pha pagers until the 1990’s. Every 
team member carried a voice pager

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HAM RADIO KEPT BERMUDA CONNECTED 
WHEN ALL ELSE FAILED 


From The ARRL Letter, September 12, 2003 


Amateur Radio became a primary means of con- 
tact between Bermuda and the rest of the world 
as Hurricane Fabian swept across the island Sep- 
tember 5, claiming at least four lives and causing 
extensive property damage in some areas. Au- 
thorities in Bermuda this week were assessing 
its extent. 


A dangerous category 3 storm, Fabian took out 
power to some 25,000 homes--about two-thirds 
of the island--as well as all radio and TV stations. 
Additionally, generator problems took the gov- 
ernment's emergency FM station off the air for a 
time. Tony Siese, VP9HK, reports the police op- 
erations center was evacuated after the 120 
MPH winds took off part of its roof. 


Siese said the only contact with the outside 
world for a couple of hours was via hams like 
himself relaying information on 2 meters to HF 
operators and getting weather reports from the 
National Hurricane Center via the Hurricane 
Watch Net <http://www.hwn.org/> on 20 me- 
ters. He said that when the government emer- 
gency station returned to the air, amateurs pro- 
vided it with updated National Hurricane Center 
reports from the HWN. 


Hurricane Watch Net Manager Mike Pilgrim, 
KSMP, reports his net on 14.325 MHz secured 
operations September 6 at 0300 UTC "after a 
very long and busy day." Participating HWN vol- 
unteers feed ground-level weather data to fore- 
casters via WX4NHC <http://www.wx4nhc.org/ 
> at the National Hurricane Center. WX4NHC 
also operates with a volunteer staff. The 
weather data and information help meteorolo- 
gists to develop more accurate storm forecasts. 


"We had excellent assistance and vital communi- 
cations from five VP9 hams who, unfortunately, 
had to resort to makeshift antennas and back-up

with them at all times. The Sheriffs office acti- 
vated the team via voice pager or radio. All 
communications happened with radios, before 
the days of cell phones. 


Just like now “in the real world” members 
held a diversity of jobs. Most trainings took 
place in Cheyenne Canyon. Some _ technical 
climbing training took place at Eleven Mile Can- 
yon. In the past the team did all rescues and 
searches in the area, including Garden of the 
Gods and Cheyenne Canyon. The fire depart- 
ment wasn’t involved. 


In the past there were a lot more out of 
county missions. Crestone Needle, Little Bear, 
Blanca and El Diente were all 14’er’s that the 
team frequently visited for missions. It was not 
unheard of to go to Aspen for missions at the 
Maroon Bells. One of the reasons for this, is be- 
cause a lot of other counties didn’t have a 
search and rescue team. EPCSAR is one of the 
oldest in the state. The oldest team is Rocky 
Mountain Rescue Group, considered the grand- 
father of teams in the state. 


The first training at the current building, at 
3950 Interpark Drive, was August Ist, 1990. The 
training was Helicopter safety and Rescue 16 
was the on duty Coordinator. 


Another difference in the team in the past 
was the way it got new members. People that 
were interested came to the weekly meetings 
for a couple of months. They then applied to 
join and the team then picked them up. 


EPCSAR is an ever evolving team always looking 
towards the future. No matter what changes, 
equipment or personnel, the goal is the same — 
to save lives. 
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battery power as the storm approached their 
locations," Pilgrim said. WX4NHC Assistant 
Amateur Radio Coordinator Julio  Ripoll, 
WDAJR, said that while news reporters on Ber- 
muda found themselves uncharacteristically out 
of touch, "old-fashioned" ham radio HF technol- 
ogy got through. As he put it, "brave Bermuda 
hams, using car batteries, basic wire antennas 
and only 50 W of power, were able to send 
those valued ‘surface reports’ and receive vital 
hurricane advisories." Decent conditions on 20 
meters also helped. 


Also pitching in were Salvation Army Team 
Emergency Radio Network (SATERN) volun- 
teers. "The SATERN Net stood by two days at 
full alert monitoring for information from Ber- 
muda as Hurricane Fabian raged through the is- 
land," said National SATERN Coordinator Pat 
McPherson, VWVWV9E. SATERN Territorial Coor- 
dinator Rick Shirran, VE3NUZ/VP9, said that 
with power and telephone service down, "the 
only communication that held up during the 
event was that of the members of the Radio So- 
ciety of Bermuda via 2 meters, and HF on the 
Hurricane Watch Net and the SATERN Net." 
Shirran lost part of his own roof and the driven 
element to his antenna. He got back on the air 
using a makeshift antenna and power from a car 
battery. 


Shirran said it could take more than two weeks 
to restore power to Bermuda. Telephone ser- 
vice "remains tentative," he said at week's end. 
The airport was only open to daylight flights as 
of September I I. 


Amateur Radio reports gathered September 7 
by Dick Montgomery, N3DV, on the 20-meter 
Bermuda Net indicated many trees down, dam- 
age to docked boats and amateur antennas 
blown away, but power slowly being restored. 


National Hurricane Center Director Max May- 
field expressed his sincere thanks to amateurs 
who supplied critical information during Fabian. 
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"We never would have known what was going 
on in Bermuda without your help," he said. 
"You are a part of the hurricane team, and it is 
a pleasure to work with you."

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MORSE PETITIONS' COMMENT DEADLINE 
LOOMS 


From the ARRL Letter Sept. 26, 2003 


The period for public comments on seven sepa- 
rate Morse code-related petitions for rule mak- 
ing--some of which would altogether eliminate 
Element I, the 5 WPM Morse test, from the 
Amateur Service rules (Part 97)--ends Monday, 
September 29. US amateurs may comment on 
the petitions--RM-10781 through RM-10787-- 
using the FCC Electronic Comment Filing Sys- 
tem (ECFS) <http://www.fcc.gov/cgb/ecfs/>. 


As of week's end, the seven petitions had at- 
tracted more than 1800 comments from the 
amateur community. The FCC has yet to invite 
comments on two other Morse-related rule 
making petitions. The petitions, both filed in Au- 
gust, have not yet been put on public notice by 
the FCC. 


Ireland (El) and Singapore (9V) have become the 
latest countries to remove the requirement for 
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Amateur Radio applicants to pass a Morse code 
examination for HF access. Ireland's Commission 
for Communications Regulation (ComReg) an- 
nounced September I5 that it took the action in 
line with the outcome of World Radio Communi- 
cation Conference 2003 (WRC-03), which re- 
moved the requirement for prospective amateur 
licensees to prove Morse proficiency to operate 
below 30 MHz. All Class B licensees now have 
"Full License" privileges and may operate on HF. 


Singapore's IDA informed the Singapore Amateur 
Radio Transmitting Society earlier this month that 
it would no longer require a Morse test for Gen- 
eral class applicants, although the test reportedly 
will continue to be available to those wishing to 
take it. Restricted licensees will be given an option 
of upgrading to General class. 


In addition, Switzerland, Belgium, the UK, Ger- 
many, Norway, the Netherlands, Austria, New 
Zealand and Australia have moved to drop their 
Morse requirements or are expected to do so this 
year.

time-mobile stations using HF Pactor mode. To 
date, two full-time and one part-time nodes are 
in operation with plans for a fourth full-time 
node in the very near future. This is a very ex- 
citing and potentially invaluable tool for EnCom 
applications. 


Finally, Dean, KA@PII, AEC-Teller County Liai- 
son, has accepted the additional position of Ex- 
ecutive AEC.
